Theaa  developments  follawad  the 
dispatch  of  eight  tralnloada  of  Chang 
Tso  Lin's  soldiers  eastward.  111  'the 
direction   of  Tlentmn. 

Usneral  Wu  Pel  Fu.  the  Central 
Chinese  leader,  brilliantly  turned  the 
light  f hnrit ^  «an«Tmr  Chcai^Tfd 
Lin's  army  laat  evening,  according  to 
today's  advlcea  from  the  front. 
Chang's  troops  ari  now  in  reMcat  to- 
wards Kengtal  from  Chang  .Sin  Tien. 

Anurican  official  telegraina  atate 
that  the  Chlhll  fosces,  after  turning 
•  Jeneral  Chang's  rlsht  flank  and  de-" 
feating  htm  at  Ghana  Sin  Tien,  re- 
occupied  Ifaohang,  having  defeated 
Chana'a  army  on  the  middle  front.
